IN' SENATE. 

TCI-SD.W'S PROCELl'ISCiS COXTIXVEP. 

The resoluti<tn of the commitfee on Executive 
Aflairs bcin^ still before the Senate, 

Mr. BOYD said he had no disposition to trespass 
on the patience of the Senate, but he had a duty to 
discharge to the country’ and to himself; he asked 
the indulgence of the Senate while he should j*re- 1 
sent s jine of the reasons for the vote which he should | 
give on the resolution. 

Mr. B. commenced by remarking on tiie peculiar 
character of our government — the great e.xcellency 
of whicii consists in the division ol the three great 
departments, E.xecutive, La’gi.slative and Judicial. — 
The framers of our constitution had wisely distribu- 
ted the powers and used proper caution in declaring 
that no one department shouhl e.vercise any of the 
powers granti*«l to another. The supreme Execu- 
tive power was lodged with the (lovernor. W hat. 
said Mr. B., did (he constitution mean by saying 
that the supreme Executive power should be vested 
ina Ciiief Magistrate* tobestvleil the (lovernor, <Lc! 
It wa s n»)t as the coiiimittee contended, merely to 
desiiiuate the name of the head of the Executive 
department. It meant to vest exclusively, the su- 
preme pow er of the Commonwealth in the (loveru- 
or. J>ook at the circumstances umle.*- which our 
constitution was framed. It maile a few vears 
after the adoption of the federal constitution. 1 hat 
instrument was before; cur fathers when they were 
framing the ronst/iution of this Stale, and they had 
copiedlt closely. It was, for the most part identi- 
cal even in language with the Federal constitution. 
The latter had given to the Preshlent, supreme Ex- 
«%:utive power, in w Inch, w as embraced the power 
to appoint, change and remove public ofheers. In 
the establishment of the ottices of the Executive 
department, the constitution had been construed to 
give to the President the powerof removal, and the 
constitution of Kentucky had lioen trained w ith a I 
view to that construction. Mr. B. denied that the 
President derived the power of removal from legal 
enactment, and quoted from a history of the prD- 
ceedings of the tir.st (”ongre>s, and from (Jen. Jack- 
son's protest in support of the position that the con- 
stitution gav«* this power to the President — that it 
had been so s«‘tt1ed at on early period in the history 
of the (loverument. and ever since acc|uiesC'*«l in. — 
Mr. B. then contended that the (lovernor of Ken- j 
lucky and the Prc-sidenl <if the United State.s de- i 
rived their powers from similar constitutional pro- 
visions. and that it the Federal constitution gave to 
PresiJeut the power of removal — the constitution of 
Kentucky conierred the .same pow er on thetiovern- 
or. Mr.* B. denied the construction assumed by the 
committee, that tiie enumeration of the Executive 
p«i'.vers in the c>mslitution, that it was intended to 
restrict tiie (jovernor to the exerci.se of those pow- 
ers alone, and made a d«*tailed comparison of the 
portions of the constitutions of tlic United States 
cr.d Kentucky, which enumerate the powers of the 
Executive, and w hich he asserted, were almost iden- 
tical, If then, he asked, this enumeration restricts 
the (lovernor, why not also the President to those 
powers alone! Tnerc is no more authority for the 
President than for the (lovernor, to exercise the pow- 
er of removal, and yet it is well established and uni- 
versally conceded, that the President has that pow- 
er. They both derive tlic power of renmval from 
the Executive power vested in them, and the ne- 
cessary implication, the authority to use all inciden- 
tal means nccessarv to the exercise of that power. 
Mr. B. contended that the enumeration of pow ers 
were onlv imperativcdirections to do particular acts. 
A great inany other powers w ere left discrelionaiy 
with the Executive b) exercise or not — but tho.se 
enumerated, he was inifH-ratively required to exer- 
cise. Tiie language employed, proved this, he shall 
do this and that. 

Thecoiamitte say that the only mode of removal 
is bv impeachment. The Federal Constitution aUo 
provides for imneachment, and yet the President has 
the power of removal without impeachment. It 
was said that if the (lovernor could remove the Sec- 
retary there w ould he no limit to his authority. — 
His pow er in this respect is limited to the Executive 
department. The Executive is an unit — the Ex- 
ecutive head is re-<])oii'ible for all tlie acts of his 
suhoruiiiate officers. The iluvcrnor is looked to, by 
the people, for the manner in w hith tiie duties of the 
Executive department are discharged, and he could 
not get along without the power of removing his 
subordinate*. He has the power to select his Sec- 
retary, and it would be strange indeed, if the Secre- 
tary, by his refusal to act, could stop the w heels of 
government and the Governor had no power to re- 
move him. It is the duty of the Governor to see 
that the laws are faithfully executed, and this he 
could not do w ithout this pow er. 

Mr. B. said he had examined the reports of the 
committee, and inve.stigated llie whole subject as 
well as he could, and had fully made up his mind 
that the Governor has the right to remove any of 
the officers of the Executive department, or to judge 
of existing vacancies in oliice. 

He denied the authority of tlie Senate to inquire 
into the existence jf a vacancy, and contended that 
the S<*nate could only advi&e and consent or ad\ ise 
and lii.-ugree to nominations sent in by the Execu- 
tive, and for this purpose could inquire merely into 
the p**rsonal qnalilications of the noininer. lie be- 
lieved the office of Secretaiy had become vacant by 
the acts of the incuinhent. It was contended that 
the common law w as not in force here, because we 
have a w rilteii constilulioii, luit, that coiiiiiiun law 
was recogiiizi-d by tlie constitution itself. All of- 
fices are created for the public good, and when an 
officer neglects or refuses »o discharge his duties, 
his office becomes vacant by operation of law. Mr. 
B. quoted from 1st Coke as authority for this posi- 
tion. In tiie present case there w as a refusal to 
discharge the duties of t!:e office of Secri'lary Mr. 
B. said he had no feeling against Mr. Hardin — on 
tin* contrary, he respect«*d him very highly. The 
office was unsuited to liis ti.ste, ami not adapted to 
his capacity — he had Irequently filled higher ot- 
res — this could a<ld nothing to his fnine — his brow 
was encircled witii laurels gained in other fields. — 
There was nothing here to stiimiiale his ambition, 
the resmmsibility of liie office did not w eigii upon 
his mind; under all these circumstances he had tail- 
ed and refused to attend and discharge the duties t»f 
his office, and it ha«I thereby hec.ome vacant. He 
ought not to complain, it wa.s the result oi his own 
Conduct. Mr. B. referred to a decision in one of the 
English Courts upon a mandamus, to restore an in- 
dividual t«j an office under similar circumstances 
with this case, in which liOrd Mansfield said, that an 
officer refusing to discharge the duties of his office 
ought to I>e removed at once, sooner than that the 
public interests should continue to suffer. The com- 
mittee had dwelt upon the fact, tliat we had a writ- 
ten constitution, and must be confined to it. En- 
gland had an unwritten constitution which was 
equally sacred and binding as ours, hut, she had also 
an unw’rittcn law, which was as obligatory here as 
tliere, having been recognised and adopted in our 
written constitution. 

Mr. B. said that tliere were other points which he 
would like to discuss, but he would not extend his 
remarks further. He was satisfied that the Govern- 1 



or had the power of removal, as well as the power ] 
to declare a vacancy, and that a proper subject for I 
exerci.*e of tliat |)ower was presented in this case. 

3Ir. NVALJ. desired to offer an explanation, and 
to define his position in relation to the Governor and 
the coimiiitteo. He would say to the Senator from 
Breckinridge, that if an •‘unholy crusade” had been 
waged against the Governor, he had no agency in it. 
He was forced into his position on the coniiiiittee, 
almost in spite of himself. His long ac(|Uttintancn 
with the venerable functionary who occupied the 
Executive chair — the respect which he had always 
entertained for him as a statesman, a jurist, and a 
citizen, forbade that he should be supposed to have 
engaged in any war upon him. Heregrettml that 
he had been placed upon the committee — he felt 
that it would have been better that he should have 
been permitted to remain a looker on for the pres- 
ent. He regretted that his acts, so soon after he had 
tho honor to oi’cupv a seat in the Senate, should he 
subjected to the public scrutiny. But having been 
placed upon the committee, he iiad endeavored hon- 
estly to discharge his duty, and if any extraneous 
considerations could have influenced his opinion, it 
would have been his high partiality for ihe venera- 
ble functionary in the Gubernatorial ofiicc. If he 
had any distrust of tiie correctness of that opinion, 
it was, that it was opposed to the judgment of one 
whose legal abilities he had ever respected so high- 
ly. He had a duty, however, to perform, and in tliis 
case he was iiiHucnced by a rule which always gov- 
erned his conduct, and which was, tliat where duly 
pointed, to follow, regardless of every thing else, 
lie had no agency in the prepamiiou of the report 
of tlie Committee, the credit of which was due alone 
to the Senator from Jefferson. He had concurred 
fully, ho.vever, in tliat report, and in doing so he had 
acted conscientiously, and di.seharged what he felt 
to be his duty, without entering into any combina- 
tion with any one against the Governor or for any oth- 
er purpose. He was now willing to go into a discus- 
sion of the principles contained in that report, and 
.-tood prepared to defend and maintain them, and he 
would have preferreil doing so, lest from the fact, 
that there beins a large majority of the Senate in 
favor of llie report, it iniglit render them obnoxious 
to tlie charge of imw illiugness or inability to de- 
fend the posiliun they had taken. .\s. however, the 
Senate seemed wearied with this subject, and anx- 
ious to disiKise of it, he would yield liis inclination.

Mr. FOX ofi'ered an amendment for the benefit of 
the sheriir of Pulaski county. 

The amendments were concurred in and bill 
passed. 

Also — a hill from II. R. for the benefit of the sher- 
iff of (Jwsley county. 

Mr. J.V.MES said he wa.s satisfied that all legisla- 
tion of this kind was wrong, but so iiiuiiy bills of 
tiiis character — giving further time to collect fee 
bills, and return delinquent lists, had already 
been passed, that he should raise no objection to the 
pa.ssage of this hill. 

The hill was passed.
